Mliiem Arc Still Unyielding In Their 


Hazleton, Pa., Oct. 5.-»An uprising of 


striking minors In tho Shiunokin region 
seemed imminent for several hours late 
yesterday, nnd there were forebodings of 
a serious clash between armed deputies 
and a large body of strikers. 


1'roinpt action of some of the cool 


headed oiliehils of the minors' organiza- 
tion finally succeeded in averting the 
threatened conflict. Koine .'{,000 excited 
strikers assembled at Mnnuf Cnrmel find, 
headed by a band of music, started a 
march to TrovorUm, JO miles away, with 
the avowed purpose of forcing those at 
work at, the Noith Franklin colliery to 
ipiit and join the strikr. This was the 
only mine in operation in the region, and 
the ^Inkers had become angered at .the 
refusal of the men there to stop work. 


The marchers were in an excited 'and 


wrathful frame of mind. When they had 
covered three- miles of their inarch, they 
weie ttiet by oiliciuls of their organisa- 
tion, who, after much permmpion, induced 
the men to abandon their proposed trip. 
The strikers then turned bnck, though 
many did KO reluctantly.

Twenty years ago Powers was' an en- 


gine wiper in the shops j^t Burabam; but, 
losing an arm in a railroad wreck, ho was 
obliged to use bis bead more and his limbs 
less in tbo business of making u living for 
himself and lutlo family. 
Drifting into 


Leadville with tbo first tide of fortune 
hunters Powers remained there as long as 
bo could consistently and until the sheriff 
took him down to Canyon City to Irvo 
permanently, that being considered u 
healthier climate for a man of his temper- 
ament (bo bad sbot and killed bis son-in- 
law, Pat Kennedy, in a friendly go as you 
ploaso with Colt's revolvers). Hut Powers 
was not nearly so \icious as he looked, aud 
during all o£ tho years thut I knew him 
bo had never onou killed a man—a pretty 
good record for that vicinity. 
Ho was al- 


ways a potent political factor, and filled 
various positions of honor and responsi- 
bility, from justice of the peace up to po- 
liceman and janitor of the courthoxiso and 
superintendent! of tho chain gang. 
While 


dealing out justice in tho old city juil a 
Missouriuu was brought before him for a 
preliminary bearing upon tho charge of 
horso stealing. 
That was ranked as 


an offense 
in Londvillo in those days 


punishable with death, but tbo culprit 
was from .ropliu and hud mnny friends in 
tbo camp, allicit the courtroom was crowd- 
ed with them, all determined, as every truo 
Missouriuu is, to seo justice done. In tho 
miilst of tho proceedings a 
stentorian 


voice was beard in the rear of the room 
Bhouting: 


"I move, your honor, that tho prisoner 


bo discharged." 


That was all Powers wanted. To con- 


vict, the Mihsourian would bavo boon fatal 
to Jiis hopes of a re-election, and without 
waiting fora (seconder to the proposition be 
put the motion to tbo houso and cieclarul 
it carried unanimously, which it was. 
Tho court then adjourned to Johnny 
rihea's, where tho friends of tbo vindicated 
man did tho handsome thing by the judge, 
the, clerk itud all of tho bystanders.—Den- 
ver Tiiiies.

'ilw.iystho mopt patriotic and laithlul ofh- 
cor—onowliO clings to his regiment or 
corps—that obtains me^t recognition and 
honor. 
Thu habit of seeking preferment 


through outside iulluuncus is Indoiid quite 
general and is too often successful. 
If 


those who moat frequently shirk duty ob- 
t;;mi tho rewards,, the elfec.C is doubly m- 
juriuus to tho military arm. It demoral- 
izes and weakens the force and a^ds to its 
unpopularity among tho people. It is this 
ovil arid the false notion that tho army on 
i peace footing is idje which glvu rise, to 
the constant opposition to its increase iiud 
in some quarters to its existence. * * * 


Without the slightest disposition to raise 


the n.iht'irj abovo the civil functionary, 
it docs appear to mo that an a\erago of 
tbont 1,OUO trained men ior each state and 
territory would not bo too mnny for tho 
purposes I have indicated, and this num- 
ber would scarcely sjillico unless wo should 
ooutinno to develop and cherish more and 
moro tbo strata national guard, as well as 
So encourago military education in our 
larger institutions of learning. 
* * * 


In my bnmblo judgment we cannot do 


better for tlie country Ch^n to honor and 
improve our regular army and to mako it 
what it ought to be—in lorm a moriel

ENGLISH EPICURES. 


The Deer That JTuruilsli Venbon For the 


London markets. 


The two kinds which roach London, red 
eer and fallow, are in season at different 
linos and probalby need some difference 
f treatment in preparing for tho table, 
'bo season for red deer venison opens in 
bo beginning of July, is at its best in 
kugiiBt and tho ilrst fortnight of Septem- 
or and closes or ought to close •when 
lie stags begin roaring at the end of that 
month. Fallow books come into season 
n June, when tho does-arc giving birth to 
heir fawns, but tho winter follow venison 
3 tho fattest and best, bucks and does 
icing both in season. Most of the red deer 
unison which finds its way to Iiondon is 
lootch—wild venison, fihofc in the forests. 
?hcre is great difference in quality Jn this 
ighland venison. To bo good venison 
oods to be fat, and unlike most game tho 
artificially fed" deer, or, rather, the deer 
hat unjoys the feed of a good English 
ark, is better for the table than when 
icUing up a hard living on a Scotch 
nountum, but there.nre varieties of Scotch 
eer. Those on forests with plenty of low 
ground uttuchcd grow fat and heavy, and 
ho meat is a& good as that of an English 
ink fod stag. Tho only thoroughly bad 
3ritish rod deer venison is that of stags 
hot too late in tho stuson, when they are 
oaring 
' 


At tho end of October and beginning of 


Covomber the llesh deteriorates rapidly 
nd is rank and poor evidence, if any 
were needed, that the shooting ought to 
nivo closed earlier, but a good clenl of 
lusslau venison, shipped ready and out 
up into joints, is vt'iy poor stuff. 
The 


imio rules us to season govern tho supply 
f rod deer venison from English parks, 
mt tho weight and quality of tho latter 
re superior to the Hootch. Most large 
roprietors Ilnd a sale for their spnro v.pnl- 
on near homo, and consequently it is less 
omnion in tho market. Red deer hinds 
are again in season in winter, but tho fal- 
ow venison is in every way better. Some 
s oven sttkll fed, and the carcasses show 
ilmost as much fat as does small mutton. 
—Cornhlll Magazine.

•ough pioneering. If we may judge from 
he records of the company, their work 
was thorough in its nay, but tho way was 
a hard one. Some entries in the account 
looks of the company, mado more than 
00 years ago, will show how the eiviliz- 
ng was being done: 


"Doc. 31, 1795. Served out a quart o? 


niBpcrinan; tho evoning spent in inno- 
cent mirth and jollity. 


"Jan. 1, 1790. All tho Indians drunk 


,bout the place; grout trouble in keeping 
.rder." 


Two entries of an earlier date and from 


a station still farther north show what 
wrro the amenities of intercourse between 
ho "oivili/ed" and savage races when 
questions of right and justice wore in the 
vuy of settlement. The flist entry reads: 


"The ooinpany's^oook, a lad of 16, bav- 


ng been carried off by the Esquimaux, 
;hrco out of a party of six passing Esqui- 
uaux were seized as hostages until the 
return of the boy." 


Five years later another brief entry 


shows 'how this transaction was finally 
closed: 


'Had a row with the three Esquimaux 


detained. They were shot and their oars 
ilckled in rum and sent on to their tribe 
,o show them what had happened."— 
Youth's Companion.

Wliut It McanN ami How It Should 


Be Treated. 


Bleeding from the lnup> is one of the 


not uncommon symptoms of consumption, 
occuriilig at home tune in the corn-he of 
the disea.se in porhapb two-Hinds of the 
ca^Ch. It iH otten the firht indication oC 
lung trouble in a poihfm A\ho hah lieen 
lo--ii)i,' flesh and Krowinj; weak without 
any apparent cause, but it more often oc- 
curs iu advanced -stages of the di^eas,e. 


There may be one hcmorihago only, or 


the trouble may recur frequently, and the 
amount of blood expectorated may be 
TMirely enough to tinge the phlegm, or the 
bleeding may bo most prolut,e, a cuptul 
or even a pint or more. 


It very raiely happens that tho quanti- 


ty is M> great as to endanger life, jet the 
blood may be poured into the Immehial 
tubes more rapidly than it can be cough- 
ed up, and so actually drown the sufferer. 


The treatment of hcniurilingo of the 


lungs consists first oC all in absolute 
quiet. The patient should bo in a cool 
room, lying down, but with shoulders 
raised, and should be forbidden to t.ilk. 
Swallowing cracked ice may be service- 
able and also cold applic.itions to th" 
chest, but of coui.se a physician must be 
(illlod to administer suitable lomedies for 
tho control of the bleeding if it is at all 
profuse. 


Quiet, deep breathing is useful, but the 


patient should a\oid any attempt to Urop 
back the blood, for when it has once es- 
caped from the blood vessels it is better 
cou«rb"d .up than remaining in the air 
tn be:-. 


Fear or excitement only makes the 


bleeding worse, nnd patients should bo 
taught that the hemorrhage is a usual 
oceuuence in consumption nnd that it 
seldom has any effect upon the course 
of the disease, ospod.illj that it does i.it 
at all preclude absolute recovery under 
proper hygienic tientment 


Some phy.Mcinns tell consumptive p.i- 


ticnts thnt thov must expect ono or more 
Attacks of hemorrhage, possibly quite se- 
vere ones', but th.it such hcnioirhagc is! 
usually of no great moment. 


In some cases indeed, -when tbe •spitting 


fit blood is due to congestion rather than 
to an actual tear,of some of the blood 
vessels, it may bo beneficial as tending 
to relievo the stagnation and so give the 
tuculation a chance to re-establish itself. 


An important -fact to .ronfeflibw, one* 


which'may tend to relieve tho sufferer's 
anxiety, is that the blood 'which is ex- 
pectorated is much more often from the 
throat or nose than from the lungs mid 
mny have nothing to do with tire fact 
that the 
patient' is a consumptive.—

Genornl Grant camo to live In Now York 


in 1881 with tho luster of-his unparalleled 
RUCCCSSOS and his unoqualed honors sur- 
ronnding him. 
With such dignities and 


'ceremonies as tbo metropolis accords only 
to n fow men In each generation, It wel- 
comed within its gates tho ftrst citizen of 
the republic. The sight of that sturdy fig- 
ure, which hnd borne without flinching 
the burdens of war and state, and of that 
pleasant; taciturn countenance, saronowlth 
the wonted mastery of all circumstances 
nnd tho quiet confidence in fortune, be- 
cnmo n familiar one at tho larger oaromo- 
cials of the city. That misfortune, impo- 
tent to harm him on a hundred battle- 
fields, should strike down tho old hero in 
the hour of his peaceful fame no ono 
dreamed, least of nil Grant himself. 


Tho more intimate side of his character 


became known during his later lifo in tho 
east. That his sternness of aspect con- 
cealed a nature that was full of gontlo- 
ness and ns simple ns a child, that indeed 
"t)u> loving nro tho daring," the world 
Boarcoly Iwirned before the heavy baud of 
disease had been laid upon a spirit bowed 
down with unmerited misfortune. Georgo 
W. Childs told of a conversation he hud 
with Grant whon tho latter was spending 
bis summer nt Long Branch. He asked 
tho general what bud been the greatest 
distress he had sustained, and tho reply 
was, "To bo deceived by those I trusted." 


It Is altogether a pleasant chapter thnt 


tho life of General Grant presents aft this 
period, brief though it is and although 
the muttorlngs of tho storm aro heard out 
of thnt clear sky of pa/itantiuent. -Jfi the 
family circle, or wheu surnumded by old 
comrades ho was by no means the Irre- 
spoiiRivo man bo has been palntud. Ho 
was frca and interesting in conversation, 
und, us Childs recalled, talked moru than 
any single mombor of tbo company, but 
ho added: "Lot a stranger enter, and he 
would pny nothing more during tho oven- 
ing, 
TlmV was 0110 peculiarity of his." 


In those conversations General Grant 


sometimes wont over tho eventful scenes 
of tbo past. He wns generous In bis esti- 
mate of tho men who had fought by bis 
hido. His admiration of Sheridan wns un- 
mensurod. Ho iibed to any that "Little 
Phil" A\as tho greatest Jltfbtor ho over 
know, and thut another war would develop 
in him the supreme commander. His own 
ruhcnod nature found in the dashing sol- 
Ulcr'M overflowing hpirito, boundless confi- 
dence nnd somotlines cmphatio conversa- 
tion u complement to itself. 1'or reasons 
of much tho sumo sort he had a ptifeiUvo 
affection fur General John A. Logan. 
Ho 


was proud of both of them and happy in 
thoir bocloty. 


His loyalty to hu friends vwi entire. 


Ono of bis principles was "Never dt.sert, a 
Irlond under llro."

'likely th.it tho famous ":'U6" did not hear

any real wish of General Grant's that they

That morning in Mny of 1884 c:uae -when 
he found th.it his house had failed for mil- 
lions. 
Resolutely he set to work to meet 


his obligations. Ho oven «lotlged"'bis med- 
als and his decorations. 
Then ho begun 


tho pruparat ion of cho memoirs covering a 
period of which he could say with ns much 
truth ns Ctesnr in his "L>o Bcllo Galileo," 
"All of which I saw and part of which I 
wns."

In tbo administration of every postoffice 


there arc'bound to arlsq differences be-" 
twoon the authorities and tho public which 
have to be ?efwred -to Washington for„ ad- 
justment. Ti-toro rules are made which 
will fit tho grievances, but the public gen- 
erally knows little about; these minor reg- 
ulations. They aro promulga*M, of course, 
in the annual Postofflco Guiifo, but who 
over roads that, except for tbo location of 
offices and the. classification of mail mat- 
ter? A man may suspect th.-it hi.s wife is 
renting a postoffice box from which to 
get clandestine mail, but be can't prove it 
by the postollice, for tho employees are for- 
bidden to tell tho nnmeof any person who 
rents a box or drawer. 
The Piess has 


•noted from timo to timo some of tbe odd 
and least understood of the newer rules, 
and it adds hore some others from the lat- 
est monthly supplement of the Guide. 


Soldiers, sailors and marines in the ac- 


tive service of the United Suites are the 
only persons in tbo country who can send 
their mail G. O. D. • If their letters are 
marked "soldier's letter, ""sailor's letter" 
or "marine's letter," as the case may be, 
and under theso words appears the signa- 
suro ot tbo commanding officer, the post- 
ago, but at single rates only, will bo col- 
lected on delivery. 


It's queer, but if there is postngo duo on 


a letter the postmaster cannot lawfully 
accept postngo stamps in payment Tho 
only legal tender in such a case is money. 


It is possible that tho New York post- 


office authorities have overlooked that gen- 
eral rule, for postmasters in the conduce of 
their ofliaes which says: "It is important 
that mail matter bo postmarked in a per- 
fect manner so that each letter and figure 
of tho 'stomp may bo distinct. 
A failure 


on the part of tho postmaster to postmark: 
mail legibly not only reflects upon tho 
management of his office, but renders him 
liable to bo charged with delays which 
have not actually occurred ut.his office." 


Not only are postmasters forbidden to 


furnish lists of persons receiving mail 
from their posiofhooa, hut tho vvlVes and 
families of tho postmaster are also forbid- 
den to tell what the head of tho family 
may have mentioned. As to the members 
of his family, tho enforcement of tho pro- 
hibition is left with the postmaster.—Ke,w 
York Press.

Bianch Expires at the Depot.
